One breakfast cup of sugar il. 
One breakfast cup of rice, sago, etc.. = 10ozs. 
One piled tablespoonful of fiour

The thermometer should be put in the oven 
quite fifteen minutes before the cakes, etc., 
and the heat carefully regulated to obtain the 
right temperature. 

And, finally, there is the after care! The 
careful cooling of cakes and pastry, allowing 
the steam to escape and at the same time 
taking the greatest care to keep them away 
from a draught. 

Only “ha they are quite cold and put away 
in a tin can one be quite sure that the cake or 
pie is thoroughly successful.

WINDOW CLEANER’S FATAL FALL, 


At the Dublin Morgue yesterday, Dr. 0. J. 
Murphy, Deputy Coroner, held an inquest on 
Thomas Guerin, 54, of 37 Temple Buildings,

of falling from a window at the Rotunda 
Hospital on Tuesday last, 

The deceased was married, and had been an 
indeor porter in the hospital for over thirty 
vears.

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A BOOK OF SERMONS. 

Mr. Simpson describes the addresses in 
this volume as “essays for the untheo- 
logically minded.’’ They are really a 
species of sermon; at any rate, they begin 
with a text of Scripture, and there is a 
practical appeal in them which is not 
proper to the essay. Yet they are un- 
usual sermons, and there is an approach 
to the essay in form. The texts are all from 
the Old Testament and quite out of the 
way—till we have seen Mr. Simpson find 
the sap in them, apparently dry as 
autumn leaves. What, for instance, would 
the conventional preacher make out of 
“Anah, who found the hot springs in the 
wilderness, as he fed the asses of Zibeow 
his father,” or what consolatory lessons 
would he discover in “ ptecious things put 
forth by the moon ”’? 

It must not be supposed that Mr. Simp- 
son is merely one of tose ingenious 
persons who can find sermons in stones 
and have an eccentric taste in the matter 
of texts.

RECENT FICTION, 


‘Ultimatum’ is an admirable and fascinat- 
ing story by a writer whose high literary gifts 
are only a part of his intellectual equipment ; 
for he 1s conversant with the latest teachings 
of chemical science. The plot will not appear 
too far-fetched or improbable to any reader 
of average brains and imagination, and to 
such persons it will furnish much matter for 
speculative thought. The book is long, but 1t 
never flags or becomes uninteresting. Briefly, 
it tells how a small band of practical gwr& 
all of whom had suffered in some wiYy during 
the war of 1914-1918, succeeded in imposing 
peace upon the world. They were led by a 
man who, though physically a wreck, pos: 
sessed astonishing will-power and a knowledge 


contemporaries. The means _which were 
adopted to bring the rulers of_the civilised 
nations to the feet of the “ League of the 
Covenant ” farnish a story of breathless in- 
terest for boy or adult. They included two 
marvellous airships, -various potent rays and 
a new anesthetic gas. Opposed to the band 
of peaceful revolutionaries were the police 
organisations of the civilised world, headed by 
a brilliant young airman-inventor, whom the 
inevitable affaire du cour linked with the 
niece of the President of the United. States. 
When an author has a vivid imagination, a 
strong moral conviction and a manifest 
familiarity with the triumphs and possibilities 
of science. his work cannot fail to be notable.

Mr. Adrian Heard 
has developed a story of intrigue, love and 
mystery, in which the hero is a member o!

Sir H. Rider Haggard has written his fift, 
second novel. His touch is unspoiled, his m- 
cidents (except a flood, which we have me 
before) fresh, his command over us unbroken. 
Sir Henry does not tell snch magnificent lies 
as he told twenty years ago, or create an 
Umslopogaas, like that hero of our saboo!- 
days; but. he tells. a better story thar - tits 
young rivals in the trade, and we confess that 
we snuggled down for a night's adventure 
when we read of “old Zincali, the wizard of 
the Black Kloof. the Thing-that-should-never 
have-been, as Chaka, the great Zulu king, 
called him.”

In this, and 
in several of the other tales, Mr. Moss seeks 
to show the stark misery of a defeated people, 
the hopelessness of conditions under the heel | 
of a conqueror. The matter is viewed from | 
one standpoint and the lesson is driven 
inexorably home. 


People talk much about the sad inevitability 
of old age and death. Yet, had they the 
secret of immortality within their grasp, 
would they appreciate it to the full’? The 
tragic story of the Wandering Jew strikes a 
warning note, and, in an amusing farce, Mr.

HE Free State Government's scheme for the unification of railways 
was discussed at two important railway meetings in Dublin yester- 


day. 


Senator Sir Thomas Grattan Eemonde, at the meeting of the Dublin 


and South-Eastern Railway Company, read a statement by the directors, 


which described the Government's proposals as a 


patchwork scheme. 


The directors urged that the most beneficial results to the country as a 
whole, and consequently to the railways, would be the grouping of the 
main lines running West and East into one group, and the lines running 


continuously North and South into a 
Group 1—Cansisting of the Great Southern 


second group. That is to say :'— 
and Western, Midland Great “Western, 


and the smaller lines running South and West of them, with certain running 


powers over Group 2. 


Group 2—Consisting of the Great Northern, the Dublin and South-Eastern, and the 
lines that He naturally aleng the North-South route, with certain running. 


powers over Group 1. 
This scheme, they urged, would 


foster a healthy competition between

The Committee think, however, that 
thia should be postponed pending the results 
of the Transatlantic experiments in radio- 
telephony, which are now being carried on. 
The provisional estimates for the extension of 
Rugby and Leafield stations, and the construc- 
tion of the two additional stations mentioned, 
amount to a total.of £875,000, of which 
£250,000. is the estimated cost of the radio- 
telephony station. This expenditure would 
provide work for many skilled workers and 
labourers in the steel and engineering trades. 

An examination of the results at Leafield 
encourages the Committee to anticipate that 
within two or three years of their completion, 
the two high-power Empire stations will 
more than self-eupporting. While the im- 
portant test for the success of State operation 
of Empire wireless should be the commercial 
one, Imperial, national, and strategic con- 
siderations must not be overlooked, Possession 
of machinery, in the hands of the State, which 
can. broadcast over the world, is an asset 
which cannot be measured by figures. 

In issuing the report, the Postmaster- 
General desires it to be understood that a 
decision upon. it hae not yet been taken by 
His Majesty's Government.

FARMERS’ SOCIETIES, 


-The House of Commons yesterday went 
int Committee of Supply on Supplementary 
Estimates. tí 

On a vote for the Ministry of Agriculture, 
Mr. Buxton said that part of the money was 
required to meet the compensation payments 
arising out of foot-and-mouth disease, and 
another part was required for the grant of 
loans to co-operative farmers’ societies. The 
total number of outbreaks of foot-and-mouth 
disease, up to and including the 27th inst., 
was 2,759. That involved an estimate sum 
for compensation of £2,989, 

He was glad to be able to announce that 
the Committee of Research on the subject of 
foot-and-mouth disease had been appointed. 
The following bad agreed to serve:—Sir 
Charles Sherington (Chairman), President of 
the Royal Society; Dr. J. A. Arkwright, of 
the Lister Institute of Preventive Medicine ; 
Dr. W. Bulloch, F.R.S., Professor of 
Bacteriology at the University of London; 
Professor J. B. Buxton, Director of the Insti- 
tute for Research in Animal Pathology, Cam- 
bridge ; Captain. S. R, Douglas, F.R.S., Direc- 
tor of Bacteriology Department, National 
Institute for Medical Research; Mr. 8. H. 
Gaiger, F.R.C.V.S., Animals Diseases Re- 
search Association, Glasgow; Sir John 
McFadyean, Principal and Professor of Com- 
parative Pathology, , Royal Veterinary Col- 
lege; Professor C. J. Martin, F,R.S., Direc- 
tor of the Lister Institute of Preventive 
Medicine; Professor Robert Muir, F.R.5., 
Professor of Pathology, University of Glas- 
gow ; Sir Stewart Stockman, Chief Veterinary 
Officer, Ministry of Agriculture. 

The terms of reference to the Committee 
were :'— 

“To initiate, direct, and conduct investiga- 
tions into foot-and-mouth digease, either in 
this country or elsewhere. with a view to the 
discovery of means whereby the invasion of 
the disease may be rendered less harmful to 
agriculture.’ 

CO-OPERATIVE FARMING. 

The object of the Government in connec- 
tion with co-operation was to undertake a 
new method of helping farmers” societies. 
Whereas in the past propaganda had been 
assisted by a grant, it was now proposed to 
assist it by a Joan. Probably no actual expen- 
diture would be incurred this year, but 
£200,000 was included in the estimate for 
1924-25. The Ministry desired to give assist- 
ance to combinations. They wanted to help 
farmers to combine in whatever way they 
thought most appropriate ‘for the purposes 
they had in view, and especially in connec- 
tion with marketing. 

They wanted to help the farmers to eat a 
little into the profits of the middlemen in so 
far as those profits were not necessary. By 
bringing down the cost of production they 
helped both the farmer, the farm labourer, and 
the consumer. Some of them would like to 
see municipal markets, but at present that 
was not feasible. The other possible method 
was that of voluntary combination, and it was 
here that the Ministry desired to help. The 
industrial countries of Europe were tending 
towards co-operation more than we were. 

STATE ASSISTANCE. 

The Linlithgow Committee had urged the 
need for State assistance to societies engaged 
in the sale, preparation, or manufacture of 
farm products, and also for the appointment 
of a Standing Advisory Committee at the 
Ministry of Agric»]ture, to deal 
with applications for advances to 
those societies He proposed to adopt 
both those recommendations, and hoped 
soot! to ultroutrce the composition’ of the pro- 
posed Committee. The terms and conditions 
would he settled after discussion with the 
Committee, but in general he might say that 
the societies would be registered, and their 
capital must be mainly subscribed by farmers. 
The . subscribers would take shares, five 
shillings being paid up, and the interest 
being limited to five per cent. In the case of 
existing societies, loans would be made only 
for the purpose of improving or extending 
premises and plant, and would not exceed 
one-half of the sum required for such improve- 
ments. | 

In the case of new societies, the Ministry 
would advance not more than one-half the 
total capital considered necessary by the 
Miffistry to work the. society with efficiency. 
Advances to such societies might be made up 
to £10,000. The loans would be repayable 
by instalments over a period of twenty years 
or less. There might be larger undertakings 
which would. need more money, and they 
would be dealt with under the Trade Facilities 
Act. He had adopted another proposal from 
the Linlithgow recommendations, which was 
the appointments of Advisory Marketing 
Officers, whose services would of use. to 
those forming co-operative marketing 
societies. : 

Sir Leslie Scott welcomed any methods 
which promised to be helpful in keeping 
British farmers upon the land, but Sir Henry 
Cantley considered that the proposals were 
wholly inadequate, and would certainly not 
tend to increase the wages of the agricultural 
labourer.

“The Employers’ Asscciation could not see 
their way to consider this offer, as conditions 
in County Dublin. demand a much greater 
reduction in the cost of production.” 


THE NEW ASSOCIATION. 


_ Reriviry IN DUBLIN MARKET. 


At the Dublin Cattle Market yesterday 
there were indications of the energy with 
which the County Dublin farmers are organis- 
ing. Young men walked through the mar- 
ket carrying placards headed, “' Special 
Notice,” and stating: 

“All landowners must join the County 
Dublin Employers’ Protection Association.’’ 

The men stopped now and again while an 
orginiser who accompanied them interviewed 
persons who were considered eligible for 
membership. After a number of members 
had heen enrolled in this way, a stop was 
made at one of the cattle stands, the tenant 
of which, it is stated, was not disposed to 
jom the Asscciation. The pickets remained 
for some time, and, it is alleged,, obstructed 
the sale ef cattle by calling out, ** Strike on 
here.” The attention of the Market Superin- 
tendent was drawn to the matter. He called 
in a policeman. who spoke to the pickets, 
and, having taken their names and addresses, 
persuaded them to withdraw. 

The wages agreement between the County 
Dublin. Farmers’ Association and their 
workers, all of whom are members of thé 
Irish Transport Union, will terminate cn 
Saturday. In view of this fact, the farmers 
have notified their intention of imposing a 
reduction in the men’s’ wages with: 
in a. ten-mile area around  Dub- 
lin from 43s. to 32s. and outside that 
area, from 38s. 6d. to 28%. No auestion of 
hours is involved, but an official of the new 
Employers’ Association informed an Jrish 
fimes representative yesterday that they 
were determined to insist upon the “cut” « 

He pointéd out that in the County Meath 
four years ago agricultural wages were 40s. 
per week. Now they are 30s. weekly. Farmers 
in the County Dublin, he stated, except, per- 
haps, one in twé hundred, are members of 


the new organisation, which is attached tothe ' 


€{unty Dublin Farmers’ Association. 

If no agreement is reached, he said, :the 
new Association was prepared to combat any 
attempt at a stoppage of farm work in the 
County Dublin. They would refuse to employ 
any member of the Irish Transport Unian, 
and were prepared to assist farmers by briric- 
ing labour into the country. 

The effect of such a cleavage as is here fore- 
shadowed between employers and their work- 
men would he widespread. The County Dub- 
lm farmers have so many associations in the 
city that a dispute of this description is cer- 
tain to react on citv industries. For that 
reason it is hoped that another effort will be 
made to adjust the matters in dispute. 


WORKERS’ POINT OF VIEW, 


An official of the Irish Transport. Union 
when questioned abont the situation declared 
that the men could: not see their way to 
accept such a: drastic’ reduction ns was pro- 
posed in view of the fact that the cost of 
living had not decreased, but was inclined to 
rise, 

““ At the present moment,” he said, ‘‘ this 
Employers’ Protection Association is alto- 
gether different in its policy from the Far- 
mers’ Union. They are not doing their best to 
avoid a conflict, but are trying to p: ecipitate 
a fight. Their representatives have been all 
around the county displaying guns to those 
who refused to join their ranks.’’ 

If a struggle took place, he said, and 
terrorist tactics: were adopted by the em- 
ployers it would be difficult to prevent acts of 
reta‘jation. He regretted that the employers 
had taken up this attitude, as the Transport 
Union had given no provocation.

THE GERMAN BUDGET. 


The Times in a leading article says :—The 


sult Sir Arthur Salter, the chief of the 
Economic Section of the League of Nations, 
about the working of the scheme for the 
economic restoration of Austria and the 
stabilisation of Austrian currency. Obviously 
too close a parallel cannot be drawn between 
the German and the Austrian situations, but 
there are certain fundamental principles of 
reconstruction which are common to all 
countries. The Austrian experiment was 
based upon sound principles, and to that fact 
its exceptional success is attributable. Sir 
Arthur is in a position to give the experts 
practical advice on: the means of balancing 
the Budget and of restoring a sound currency 
to Germany. Rumours have lately been pub- 
lished in the French and British Press to the 
effect that the Expert Committee has been 
discussing the possibility of raising a foreign 
loan of £250.000,000 for Germany, the hope 
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apparently being that a large slice of it will 
be available for the payment of reparations. 
| There is every reason to know that 
| tha experts have discussed no such 
figure... Those who are in close 
touch with the loan-raising capacity of 
London and New York, ridicule the suggestion 
that a loan of such dimensiones could he 
floated in the near future. The case of 
Austria has shown clearly the very great 
difficulties which are encountered in raising a 
loan, even when floated under the best 
auspices, for a country which has slipped down 
the path of inflation into economic chaos. 
Whatever. decisions the Committee of 
Experts may reach on the subject of an inter- 
national loan as part of ascheme for balancing 
the German Budget, and for restoring a sound 
currency, it is safe to conclude that a huge 
international loan in the near -future is out 
of the question so far as the foreign lending 
eentres are concerned. When confidence in 
German finance has been restored, then the 
capital which has flown from Germany will 
return. . Not till the success of the German 
scheme is assured will it he possible to dis- 
cuss with any useful purpose the question of 
raising large: sums for Germany abroad,

UNEASINESS IN FRANCE, 

There was a rapid depreciation in the value 
of the franc last night (writes the Paris 
Correspondent of The Times). After the 
closing of the Bourse the pound sterling was 
not obtainable for less than 104f. 80c. When 
the Bourse re-opened this morning the franc 
had fallen still further to 105f. 30c. There 
was afterwards a slight recovery, and at mid- 
day it was quoted at 103f. 10c. 

The persistence with which the franc 
remains above 100f. is causing serious anxiety 
in Government as well as in financial circles. 
It formed the subject of a long conversation 
between M. Poincaré and M. de Lasteyrie, 
the Finance Minister, at the Quai D’Orsay 
this morning, and appeals are being made in

in their faith in the future of France. 

The Rome Correspondent of The Times 
writes:—The continued weakness. of the 
French franc is ‘having considerable effect in 
Italy. For the first time for over six m@nths 
the lira showed a tendency to follow the franc 
instead;of the dollar, probably in view of 
recent large commercial dealings with France.

STATEMENT BY 
MR. THOMAS. 


A SETTLEMENT. 


A CONFERENCE OF 
IRISHMEN, 


Speaking. at. the Canada Club dinner is 
London last night, Mr. J. H. Thomas, Colonial 
Secretary, made a reference to the Irish 
boundary problem, 

‘* Citizenship of the British Commonwealth 
of Nations,” he said, ‘is no empty form. 
It is, Í hope, and will ever remain, the greatest 
factor fur peace the world has ever known. 
During the past two years we have added 
another nation to that great Commonwealth 
of Nations. In Ireland we have healed a 
breach of long standing, and have cemented 
the friendship between the two peoples. 

“The relationship between nation and 
nation within our Empire is not a question 
of party politics. (Hear, hear.) There ara 
people who profoundly disagree with the [Irish 
settlement, but there are no people, no respon- 
sible party politicians, who will do other than 
wish well to the settlement of the Irish 
nation. 

“ Speaking for the Government, we accept 
the Treaty in spirit and in letter, and desire 
to give full effect to it. (Cheers) I have no 
hesitation in saying to you that we will give 
effect to it, but anyone who has visited Ire- 
land, anyone who has followed the Irish pro- 
blem and ahd knows anything of the situation, 
must be ‘well aware that the difficulties he- 
tween North and South can never he settled 
pane and siithalegiig by an outaide 

y. 

“I am one of those who hope—yea, and 

pray-—that this one outstanding question will 


settled by Irishmen themselves sitting round 
the table, and saying; “We are the best judges 
of our own difficulties; we can best solve our 
own problem’ (Cheers.) 

“That is the only way that a lasting peace 
can be obtained ; that is the only way, in my 
judgment, that a permanent solution will be 
found. Because | believe that, 1 hope that, 
regardless of their politics, regardless of their 
differences of opinion, all those who can con- 
tribute anything towards it will work for a 
solution on these lines.” (Cheers:) 


' A PROUD POSITION. 


Mr. Thomas s speech was made in response 
to the toast of his health, which was pro- 
posed by. Sir Hamar Greenwood, the Presi- 
dent. Before he referred to Ireland, he 
said that he found himself occupying, not only 
a proud, but a unique  position—the first 
Labour Secretary for ‘the Colonies, whose 
health had been toasted by non-party men 
and men of all parties. He might interpret 
that enthusiasm on the part of some of them 
as being “for one night only.” (Laughter.) 
He indicated that the Colonial Office were al. 
ready dealing with the question of the High 
Commissioners, which had been raised by the 
Chairman. That grievance, like many other 
grievances of centuries, was being removed in 
six weeks by a Labour Government. 
(Laughter and cheers.) 

He would be less than human if he did 
not appreciate what that gathering meant. 
The bankers, who were tully represented 
there, came to express their approval of 
Labour’s capital levy policy. (Laughter. ) 
General managers of the tailways came to 
demonstrate, not only their appreciation of his 
a services to them—(laughter)—but the 

ope that nothing unforeseen would happen to 
prevent his continuing his present job and 
not bettering them. (Laughter.) it could 
not be too strongly emphasised that the 
great “chafige in Government—the fact that 
for the first time there were in office men 
bf humble birth and meagre education—had 
been accomplished, not by revolution, ‘as in 
other countries, but by constitutional means. 

He was satisfied that that change meant 
that they could never again revert to the old 
situation. He was not sure that that was 
fully appreciated. When the time came for 
the Government to give up their seals of 
office it would be found that they had not 
only been not unmindful of their respon- 
sibility, but had done nothing to weaken the 
prestige and position of the Empire.

' The experts, he maintained, “would - have 
recognised how erroneous was the assumption 
thet Germany had aimed at a fraudulent 
bankruptcy, He pointed to the severe cutting 
of the salaries of State officials, the restric- 
tion of all State expenditure, and the opening 
up of all possible taxation resources. 

Further, the Minister referred to the severe 
burden of the costs of the occupation, and 
said that in this respect Germany's capacity 
for payment was limited to a short period. 
‘For some time to come,” he continued, 
‘we shall be unable to make reparation pay- 
ments, from our own means: We must. how- 
ever, exert all our energy to maintain our 
currency, as the German people could not 
hear another depreciztion.”’ 


REICH MUST CONTROL RESOURCES. 

Herr Stresemann then mentioned various 
reports as to the Expert. Committee’s recom- 
mendation of an international loan for Germany. 
Germany, he said, must have full control of 
all the economic and taxable resources of the 
Reich, and the unity of the German railways 
must be restored. Jf France really desired an 


economic solution of the reparations problem, 


the possibilities for it would be provided by 
these means, which she could hardly reject. 
Referring to foreign participation in Ger- 
man industrial and economic enterprises, Herr 
Stresemany said that he could see no objection 
to foreign capitalists being represented on the 
board of directors of such enterprises so long
